It’s time 
con su min g, an d it wou ld be dif­ 
ficu lt to fin d an y on e who wou ld­ 
n ’t rather be doin g somethin g 
more pleasan t. Bu t dreadfu l? 
Frightfu l? Mon strou s? T h e s e 
are adjectiv es of the dim past. 
They are carry ov ers from 
the 
dark ages of tn e barber-su rgeon 
■den tist. 
Pain is a highly complicated 
phen omen on . Some people say 
they hav e a “ low threshhold fw 
pain ” ; i.e. v ery little pain sen ds 
them reelin g. Bu t how can this 
be ev alu ated? How mu ch pain 
is du e to origin al stimu li that 
reach the brain , an d how mu ch 
is du e to reaction s from these 
stimu li? 
Hav in g y ou r teeth drilled af­ 
ter a lon g, tirin g day at the of­ 
fice can ex aggerate pam. Hear­ 
in g stories abou t how a frien d 
was tortu red b> her den tist, ju st 
before y ou r own appoin tmen t, 
can also in ten sify y ou r 
p a i n . 
Children who ov erhear t h e ir 
paren ts gru mble an d complain 
abou t their den tist are frighten ­ 
ed lon g before they ev er see 
the “ tortu rer.” 


WHAT CAN BE DONE abou t 
pain ? 
Ou r deepest gratitu de mu st 
go to Dr. Albert Ein horn , an d 
others who came after him, for 1 
discov erin g an a perfectin g pro­ 
cain e. The origin al discov ery 
was made abou t 50 y ears ago. 
We hav e kn own it by its man y 
trade n ames ot which the most 
popu lar for some y ears was 
“Nov ocain e.” Newer formu las 
are mu ch more poten t an d safe. 
These local an esthetics hav e 
makin g den tistry v irtu ally pain ­ 
less. When in jected i n t o 
the 
gu ms, the solu tion is absorbed 
an d passes throu gh the bon e an d 
in to the teeth, makin g t h e m 
n u mb. An y ty pe of den tistry 
from mu ltiple ex traction s 
to 
simple fillin gs can be don e with 
v ery little discomfort. 


THE IN.IECriON ITSELF is 
easier to take becau se of sharp­ 
er, thin n er n eedles an d better 
techn iqu es. Topical an esthetics 
can be wiped on the gu ms so 
that ev en the first prick of the 
n eedle can be camou flaged. 
Some people, ev en when they 
learn this, can ’t face u p to a 
den tal v isit. Others hav e a psy ­ 
chiatric fear of den tistry . 
The u se of tran qu ilizers taken 
some hou rs before y ou r den tal 


v isit can help allay “de n t a l 
tremors.” 
Bu t 
these 
dru gs 
shou ld be taken on ly on the ad­ 
v ice of y ou r oen tist or phy si­ 
cian . 
Den tists recogn ize that as far 
as the 
patien t 
is con cern ed, 
there is n o differen ce between 
real an d imagin ed pam: they 
both hu rt ju st as mu ch. Kn ow­ 
in g this, an d armed with n ew 
dru gs, n ew equ ipmen t an d n ew 
techn iqu es, he can make y ou r 
den tal v isits more comfortable 
an d ev en in terestin g.

The other ev ening we saw a 
d ocu mentary film d epicting the 
life and cu ltu re of the Eskimos. 
These primitiv e folk hav e man­ 
aged to su rv iv e the rigors of 
the Arctic regions and at the 
same time hav e d ev eloped their 
own interesting set of cu stoms. 
For instance, there is the fes­ 
tiv al welcoming the coming of 
spring. The long d ark nights be­ 
gin to shorten, and with the 
temperatu res still below zero, 
there are the first hints of the 
coming warmth. 
From tneir v ariou s little hu ts 
and homes, tnese families of 
the icy land gather for a festi­ 
v al which featu res d ances of 
gratitu d e for the coming of an­ 
other season of spring. T h ey 
ex press their 
gratitu d e 
with 
masks, later gently caricatu r­ 
ing each other su btly 
ribbing 
one another with other 
masks 
which d epict v ariou s character­ 
istics of their neighbors. 


THE NEXT DAY I WENT 
across the lake where we are 
v acationing and v isited a y ou th 
camp. A lad from my chu rch 
and I chatted for a moment and 
then, with an astonished 
look, 
the 
little 
fellow 
said , 
“ Oh, 
y ou ’re Mr. Loew.” 


His su rprise was obv iou s and 
so was mine. I see him ev ery 
week. Bu t he had n’t ex pected 
to see me here. And he had n’t

Conservative Victory?

It’s stran ge in a co u n try like 
o u rs, 
where o rgan izatio n s o f 
ev ery so rt p o p u p to so lv e ev ­ 
ery p o ssib le p ro b lem, that the 
v ital ro le o f o rgan izatio n in p o li­ 
tics is so largely n eglected in 
p o litical n ews an d co mmen t. 
Bu t go o d o rgan izatio n can b eat 
p o o r o rgan izatio n in an elec­ 
tio n , ev en when its can didate 
is in ferio r an d its issu es b ar­ 
ren o f mean in g. 
That is why fo r the last two 
y ears almo st ev ery o n e in the 
Un ited States who has co m­ 
men ted o n British p o litics has 
assu med that the Lab o r p arty 
wo u ld win with ease in this 
y ear’s gen eral electio n . 
As late as lastsp rin g, all the 
au sp ices were p ro -Lab o r. Co n ­ 
serv ativ es had lo st man y b y - 
electio n s, an d when their can ­ 
didates did win their margin 
was less than in the b ig Co n ­ 
serv ativ e y ear 1959. 
Lo cal 
electio n s sho wed 
b ig 
Lab o r gain s. The o ld an d al­ 
mo st defu n ct Lib eral p arty b e­ 
gan to p ick u p v o tes. The in ­ 
fav o r o f lab o r. 
IT SEEMED after the Pro - 
fu mo scan dals an d the retire­ 
men t o f Prime Min ister Mac­ 
millan that n o thin g co u ld sav e 
the To ries fro m disaster. An d 
the n ew p rime min ister, Sir 
Alec Do u glas-Ho me, seemed to 
b e an u n imp ressiv e leader. 
Then this su mmer the Co n ­ 
serv ativ es sho wed stren gth in 
b y -electio n s an d the p o lls b e­ 
gan to shift. 
Pu b lished p o lls came as a 
n ew p o litical gadget to the Brit­ 
ish, lo n g after mo st in telligen t 
American s had realized their 
fatal defects. An d in 1959, b e­ 
fo re the gen eral electio n o n 
Oct. 8, the n ewsp ap ers were 
fu ll o f them. 


The Gallu p p o ll that y ear 
was wo eftJy wro n g b ecau se it 
failed u tterly to an ticip ate the 
immen se Co n serv ativ e v icto ry . 
Bu t this y ear the British are 
still readin g tmese p redictio n s 
with in terest. 
While a recen t Gallu p p o ll 
still gav e Lab o r a majo rity , 
o ther p o lls were b egin n in g to 
sho w 
a 
small 
Co n serv ativ e 
margin . 
Clo se o b serv ers say 
that the Gallu p Po ll is likely 
to b e wro n g again , n o t o n ly b e­ 
cau se o f the small samp lin g o n 
which p ercen tages are b ased 
b u t b ecau se it do es n o t co v er 
the heav iy Co n serv ativ e v o tin g 
stren gth in No rthern Irelan d 
where sev en Ho u se memb ers 
are cho sen . 
BUT 
POLLING 
aside, the 
Co n serv ativ e 
p r o s p e c t s are 
b right. Prime Min ister Do u glas- 
Ho me is sho win g remarkab le 
skill an d fo rce as a leader. 
He is makin g ex cellen t sp eech­ 
es an d is giv in g clo se atten ­ 
tio n to the co n stitu en cy o rgan i­ 
zatio n s. 
A y ear cr two ago it seemed 
that the o .d an d rep u tab le Li' 
erals were o n the way to in ­ 
creasin g their feeb le stren gth in 
the Ho u se o f Co mmo n s, o r that 
they wo u ld at leasf, b y ru n n in g 
a co n siderab le n u mb er o f can ­ 
didates in the co n stitu en cies, 
cu t v itally in to the Co n serv a­ 
tiv e v o 'e. Their -ho p es hav e de­ 
clin ed this y ear, ho wev er. It 
req u ires 
lo t o f mo n ey to p ro ­ 
v ide “dep o sits.” which are fo r­ 
feited when can didates receiv e 
less than a stated p ercen tage 
o f the to tal v o te. 
In 1950 the Lib erals n o min at­ 
ed 475 can didates, an d b ecau se 
almo st all made a miserab le 
sho win g the Lib erals earn ed the 
n ame o f “the p arty o f lo st de­ 


p o sits.” This time, mo n ey fo r 
su ch a v en tu re is v ery scarce. 
THE GREATEST adv an tage 
which the Co n serv ativ es will 
hav e is b etter o rgan izatio n in 
the co n stitu en cies. The “agen ts” 
o r man agers are sp ecial, salar­ 
ied, fu ll-time, an d ex p erien ced 
o p erato r. In a sen se they re 
the 
p arty ’s p ro fessio n al 
civ il 
serv ice. Lab o r agen ts are n o t 
so well p aid an d are gen erally 
n o t so co mp eten t. 
After the great Co n serv ativ e 
v icto ry in 1959, die late Hu gh 
Gaitskell lectu red his p arty o n 
this deficien cy . Bu t there is lit­ 
tle ev iden ce that imp o rtan t im- 
p ro v emen s hav e b een made at 
the co n stru en ry lev el. 
Hen ce, the electio n may well 
tu rn o n the cap acity o f hu n ­ 
dreds o f agen ts in the co n sti­ 
tu en cies to get o u t their resp ec­ 
tiv e v o tes. This is alway s the 
high p o in t in a British electio n 
b attle. The win n in g facto r will 
n o t b e what the p arty heads 
say o v er the BBC. It will b e 
the little fello ws who hav e b een 
lab o rin g fo r fiv e y ears to iden ­ 
tify an d kn o w ev ery v o te fo r 
which they are resp o n sib le. 
In tn e three weeks o f cam­ 
p aign in g, their jo b is to get 
o u t tho se that they kn o w will 
v o te fo r their p arty . In their 
little-kn o wn lo cal areas the de­ 
cisio n will b e made, an d there 
the Co n serv ativ es may well win 
an o ther gran t o f p o wer. 
It’s n o t likely that the Co n ­ 
serv ativ es will wi 
b y the 100- 
o dd seat majo rity o f 1959. It 
will mo re likely b e half that 
n u mb er. Bu t if the majo rity is 
30 o r mo re, 
Prime Min ister 
Do u glas-Ho me’s glo v ern meat 
b e stab le fo r a lo n g time.

By HELOISE CRUSE 
Dear Heloise: When I clean 
my oven, I heat it to 300 de­ 
grees. Then I turn off the oven, 
put a pan of boiling water in it, 
stuff up the vents with a wet 
rag. pour some ammonia in the 
boiling water, and close 
t h e 
door. 
I allow the ammonia and wa­ 
ter to stand 30 minutes, then 
clean the oven in the usual way. 
The stains will wipe right off. 


DEAR FOLKS: We tried the 
above method. It is 
faster 
than setting a bowl of am­ 
monia in the oven overnight, 
because you can start clean­ 
ing the stove in 30 minutes. 
We opened the door and let 
the oven cool a bit first. We 
scoured the oven door w, ile 
it was 
still 
warm. By the 
time we were finished 
with 
that, the oven itself was cool 
enough to clean. 
We used l'j cups of am­ 
monia in an inch of boiling 
water in the bottom of an old 
baking dish. 
Remember that 
c ar b o n 
(that’s the brown stuft in your 
oven) goes on one layer at a 
time and must come off the 
same way. So with the above 
39-minute method, we can af­ 
ford to clean our ovens more 
often. 
In fact, just after baking 
(while the oven is still warm) 
is the best time to use this 
method. Then you can utilize 
that same heat and remove 
the carbon while it is fresii. 
Be sure to cover the vents 
with wet cloths.
